Porthcawl marine 
project takes a 
vital step forward 


AMBITIOUS plans to 
create a ‘flagship’ building 
at Porthcawl harbour have 
taken a step forward. 

The proposed multi-purpose 
landmark could be a major tourist 
attraction, and also be a base for a 
number of local groups - and it is 
hoped that it could be a hub of 
activity in the town. 

The Porthcawl Maritime 
Centre Project has been awarded 
£38,000 from the EU-funded 
South East Wales Community 
Economic Development 
(SEWCED) programme towards 
business development and 
consultancy costs. 

The ambitious scheme is 
aiming to construct a £7m 
flagship building incorporating a 


Coastal Life educational and 
visitor centre, dry dock to 
increase the marina’s berth 
numbers and national centre for 
surfing excellence, creating ‘all- 
year-round’jobs. 

“Our objectives include 
developing a high quality multi¬ 
use building to support 
Porthcawl’s infrastructure 
regeneration,” said Porthcawl 
Mayor, Coun Mike Clarke, chair 
of the Porthcawl Harbourside 
CIC (Community Interest 
Company). 

“We hope this will 
complement the recently 
completed harbour scheme and 
act as a catalyst for further 
investment to restore Porthcawl 
as a major south Wales seaside 
town destination.” 


SEWCED programme manager 
Gareth Voyle said: “There can be 
no doubt that with foundations in 
PorthcawTs rich and historic 
heritage, Harbourside can play a 
significant ‘once in a lifetime’ 
role in shaping the town’s 
future.” 

A feasibility study 
commissioned by the Harbourside 
CIC summarising more than 500 
questionnaire responses stated: 
“While there is a great deal of 
local and national affection for 
Porthcawl, which is supported by 
sustained and growing numbers 
of tourists and visitors, facilities 
on the whole are dated, 
uninteresting, and in need of 
significant investment. ”

AN “obnoxious and 
aggressive” young 
man who 
confronted and 
attacked his ex¬ 
partner, a mother 
of two, has been 
given a suspended 
sentence at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Darryl Lewis (19), 
lunged at Kali Austin in 
her home, headbutted 
her, and shouted: “You 
are not going out of this 
house alive.” 

Lewis, a man with no 
previous convictions, of 
Jersey Road, 
Blaengwynfi, admitted 
causing Miss Austin 
actual bodily harm and 
damaging a mobile 
phone and a landline 
phone. 

He received a nine- 
month sentence in a 
young offender 
institution, suspended 
for two years, and was 
made subject to a 
supervision order for 
two years. 

He was also ordered 
to observe an 
electronically-tagged 
curfew for six months 
from 8pm-6am, to pay 
his victim compensation 
of £500, costs of £350 
and a victim surcharge 
of £100. 

Judge William 
Gaskell made a two- 
year restraining order 


banning Lewis from 
having contact with 
Miss Austin. He was 
also banned from 
entering the Cefn Glas 
area of Bridgend. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said Lewis had 
known Miss Austin for 
some time and their 
relationship ended last 
year. 

On January 18, he 
had an argument with 
her over the telephone 
and when he went to her 
home, she spoke to him 
through the letter box. 
He began shouting and 
banged loudly on the 
door. 

Soon after, he went to 
the back of the house, 
grabbed Miss Austin 
and slammed her head 
against a wall. She 
attempted to telephone 
the police, but he said: 
“You don’t know who 
you are messing with. I 
could crush you.” 

Seconds later, he 
damaged her mobile 
phone and a landline 
phone before locking 
the front door and 
headbutting Miss 
Austin. 

She was petrified. 
Minutes later, said Mr 
Howells, the police 
arrived and Lewis said: 
“Arrest me, I deserve 
it.”

Bridgend County Borough 
Council has not applied to the 
UK Government for extra 
funding made available for 
tenants eligible for help as a 
result of changes to housing 
benefit. 

Mrs Davies said that none of the 
local authorities within South Wales 
West had asked for a penny of the extra 
£20m funding which has been set aside 
as a result of the removal of the spare 
room subsidy (‘Bedroom Tax’). 

She said: “This extra money was 
available from last July, so that councils 
could make discretionary payments to 
tenants in social housing affected by the 
changes. 

“Labour politicians in Bridgend and 
elsewhere have been very critical about 
the effects of this change, which brings 
social housing tenants into line with 
what has happened in the private sector 
since 2008 when the last Labour UK 
Government originally brought in these

“They have been shouting about the 
effects on tenants, but it would appear 
that they are not exercising themselves 
to do what they can to help when help is 
available.

MARINE PROJECT 
MOVES FORWARD

The CIC comprises professors, 
doctors, lecturers, teachers and 
outdoor pursuits leaders. 
Developing programmes in 
consultation with a range of 
educational institutions, it will 
support the STEM education 
scheme and also work in 
collaboration with SEACAMS 
(Sustainable Expansion of the 
Applied Coastal and Marine 
Sectors in Wales), as part of a 
Swansea University EU project. 

A signature/landmark building, 
it will be seen from all entry 
points into Porthcawl from the M4 
and A48. A focal point of the 
southern elevation will be its 
leading edge approach to both 
design and energy self- 
sufficiency. 

The impressive South Tower 
will act as a solar collector/stack 
from which heat is extracted from 
the upper level and sent through 
heat exchangers providing warm 
air to reduce heating energy costs. 

Planned facilities include: 

Aquarium housing local sea 
life; 

Water sports, snorkelling 
experience and shower facilities; 

Waverider’ machine, training 
pool and spa facilities; 

Health, wellbeing and fitness 
suites with oxygen tanks, physio 
and hydrotherapy; 

Coastal Life Centre - 
ecological and environmental 


culture/local history, 

education/research and 

community learning in 
partnership with Swansea 
University; 

The Venue - amphitheatre and 
all weather outdoor performance 
space/cinema; 

The Galleri - innovative 
display venue for the use of local 
artists, historical groups and 
design and technology creative 
industries; 

Conference facilities - up to 
100 person-capacity facilities for 
use by a wide range of local and 
visiting organisations; 

Business pods - office spaces to 
include access by charities and 
community groups; 

YCabanau - four star ‘cabins’, 
with high quality mixed 
accommodation linked to 
Harbourside events and venue 
hire; 

Y Gali (The Galley) - quality 
daytime cafe followed by an 
evening high quality licensed 
bistro, supporting local suppliers 
and procuring local produce; 

The Crow’s Nest - a visitor 
platform at the very top of the 
south tower equipped with a 
camera obscura that will allow 
users to see right across the bay 
into neighbouring Welsh counties 
and South West England. 

The building would also be a 
base for the Sea Cadets and 
headquarters for the Welsh 


Surfing Eederation and Welsh 
Surf Museum. 

Surfing Eederation chair Craig 
Burrows said the facilities would 
play a major role in the realisation 
of “our vision of Welsh surfing in 
Wales, Europe and on the world 
stage”. 

He added: “Having recently 
been recognised by the 
International Surfing Association 
as an independent surfing nation, 
the building would establish our 
presence at the highest level.” 

Coun Mike Clarke concluded: 
“Research - which has included 
consulting with similar Wales- 
based facilities/organisations and 
industry experts — is indicating 
that Harbourside has the potential 
to generate sufficient 
re venue/prof it to become a 
sustainable, self-sufficient 
enterprise. 

“As a not-for-profit community 
enterprise organisation, this would 
give us the means to reinvest 
profits back into the wider 
community. 

“The initiative would also act 
as a catalyst to further develop the 
town’s night time and out-of- 
season economy, with 
opportunities to enhance an 
evening culture centred on a 
quality venue providing a source 
of diverse and interesting 
maritime-related themes and 
activities.” 


MAESTEG Animal 
Welfare Society has 
launched its newly- 
revamped shop in 
Church Street, 
opposite the bus 
station, which has 
undergone extensive 
renovations costing 
£60,000. 

The work has 
included building an 
extension at the back and 
removing internal 
partitions to create one 
large shop area with 
recycling space behind. 
There is also a changing 
room and staff facilities. 

The shop front has 
been replaced with a 
traditional wooden 
frontage echoing the 
Late Victorian origins of 
this part of the town. 

This has been finished 
in a sage green colour, in 
keeping with the 
council’s heritage 
requirements as it lies 
within a conservation 
area. 

Chairman Jayne Isaac 
thanked everyone for 
their hard work over the 
past year. The shop was 
closed for several 
months last summer and 
everything was moved to 
a rented unit in Talbot 
Street. 

“Everything was then 
moved back and 
volunteers worked in 
very cramped conditions 
as workmen built the 
extension behind.” 

She said that the work 
was only possible 
because of a very 
generous bequest of 
£24,000 from the late 
Angus Powell, and a 
£15,000 grant from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

Maureen Edwards, the 
last surviving founder 
member of the society, 
set up 30 years ago, was 
presented with a bouquet 
by volunteer Ann 
Griffiths, while Ray 
Davies, the longest- 
serving volunteer, also 
received flowers from 
Maureeen. 

The shop was 
officially opened by 
Maesteg Mayor Ross 
Thomas, who said: “I 
used to come here when 
I was eight or nine to 
help, and they gave me a 
table out the front to sell 
toys and children’s 
books to other children. 
In a way, I can trace the 
start of my civic service 
to the work I did here as 
a child.” 

He congratulated the 
society on the work it 
has done over the past 
30 years and wished it 
well for the future. Also 
present was former 
mayor and town 
councillor Gareth 
Howells.

‘Terrifying experience’ 
as man used an axe 
in attempted break-in

A YOUNG woman suffered 
an “unbelievably terrifying 
experience” when she saw a 
man high on drugs 
wielding an axe as he tried 
to break into her home. 

Rachel Ellis (20) saw Wayne 
Heard swing the axe at a window 
in the kitchen of her home in 
Brackla, Bridgend. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Heard 
(42) of Longacres, was jailed for 
four years. 

He had admitted charges of 
burglary and attempted burglary. 

Prosecutor Byron Broadstock 
said between October and 
November when the owners were 
on holiday, he burgled a house in 
Longacres. He left behind a black 
bag on which his fingerprints were 
found. 

“A significant amount of 
property was stolen, including 


three televisions, a Playstation, 
£300 and a large amount of 
jewellery.” 

When arrested, said Mr 
Broadstock, he admitted what he 
had done. 

He was found to possess a 
screwdriver which he used as a 
jemmy and had sold the property 
for cash. The cash, he said, was 
used to fund his drug addiction. 

In November, said Mr 
Broadstock, Miss Ellis was at 
home when she heard a loud bang 
coming from the kitchen. She 
went in and saw Heard wielding 
an axe and attempting to break in 
through a window. 

He shouted: “Sorry” and ran 
away. 

A short time later, said Mr 
Broadstock, Miss Ellis spotted 
him in Coychurch Road, 
Bridgend. He was arrested and 
denied the offence. 


The incident, said Mr 
Broadstock, had affected Miss 
Ellis’s confidence and she had 
suffered stress and received 
counselling. 

Heard was said to have 
convictions for burglary, theft, 
fraud, making false representation 
and handling stolen goods. 

David Elias, defending, said he 
had written a letter of apology to 
one of the victims. 

“At the time, he was desperate 
for money for heroin. His last 
previous burglary was in 2005.” 
said Mr Elias. 

Judge Tom Crowther QC said 
seeing him at the window holding 
the axe must have been 
“unbelievably terrifying”. The 
trauma Miss Ellis suffered must 
have been great. 

Plainly, said the Judge, Heard 
had returned to his old ways. 


Mother jailed for dealing in heroin 


A MOTHER of one has 
been jailed for five-and-a- 
half years at Cardiff 
Crown Court for dealing 
in class A drugs . 

The court heard that Hayley 
Owen (34) had two previous 
convictions for drug offences. 

Owen, of Oxford Street, 
Pontycymmer, pleaded guilty to 
possessing heroin with intent to 
supply. 

She was told by Judge Philip 
Richards: “I do have some 


sympathy for you, but you 
continue to supply people with 
drugs. I have reduced the 
sentence from what would have 
been seven years.” 

He said it could have been that 
she experienced factors beyond 
her control. 

Prosecutor John Warren said 
that on November 14, police saw 
Owen leaving an address in 
Pontycymmer. She was detained 
and searched, and was found to 
have 16 wraps of heroin. 

Some of it, she said, was for 


her own personal use. Her 
counsel, Andrew Taylor, said she 
had a history of depression and 
had threatened to take her own 
life. 

Currently, he said, she was on 
the road to recovery and had 
become optimistic and realistic. 

“It is a very sad case. The root 
cause of her taking to heroin was 
a feeling of hopelessness.” 

At present, he said, she had 
ceased taking drugs. 

She was ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £120.

HOSPITAL REVIEW SLAMS CARE 
OFFERED AT LOCAL HOSPITALS 


A REPORT into the 
standards of 
treatment received 
by older people at 
the Princess of 
Wales, Bridgend, 
and Neath Port 
Talbot Hospitals, 
has made a series of 
damning criticisms. 

As a result, Mark 


Drakeford, the Minister 
for Health and Social 
Services, has offered an 
“unreserved apology”. 

Late in 2012, the 
report was commissioned 
by the Minister and 
Ptofessor June Andrews, 
and Mark Butler handed 
the report, entitled 
‘Trusted to Care’, to the 
Welsh Government on 
May 6. 


Fairground 
operator in 
court after 
toddler falls 
through gap 


A PORTHCAWL 
fairground ride 
operator has been 
fined after a two- 
year-old boy fell 
through a gap in a 
perimeter fence. 

The toddler, who 
cannot be identified for 
legal reasons, was with 
his family at Coney 
Beach on March 25, 
2012 and had just got off 
the ‘Red Baron’ plane 
ride operated by C 
Patrick Evans 

Entertainments Ltd, 
when the incident 
happened. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) 

investigated and 

prosecuted the company 
for safety breaches at 
Bridgend Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The court heard on 
May 12 how panels had 
been removed from the 
safety fence around the 
ride so they could be 
painted. The boy was 
walking away from the 
ride, when he fell around 
four feet through one of 
the gaps, injuring his face 
and head. 


He was kept in 
hospital for 24 hours for 
observation, but 

sustained no long-term 
injuries. 

C Patrick Evans 
Entertainments Ltd, of 
Coney Beach, Porthcawl, 
was fined £2,500 and 
ordered to pay £7,900 in 
costs after pleading 
guilty to breaching 
section 3(1) of the Health 
and Safety at Work etc 
Act 1974. 

Speaking after the 
hearing, HSE Inspector 
Catherine Toozer said: 
“Eairground rides are 
large, complex machines 
which have the power to 
seriously injure, or even 
cause death, if not 
managed properly. It is 
utterly vital that those in 
control make sure 
fencing is up to the job of 
keeping children, and 
others who may not 
appreciate the risks, 
away from them when 
running. 

“The ride owner has a 
duty to ensure that all 
fencing provided is 
maintained and kept in 
an efficient state of repair 
at all times.” 


Mr Drakeford 
announced that he was 
publishing the report in 
fuU, saying: “This report 
does not make easy 
reading; it will be 
particularly difficult for 
all concerned with the 
care of older people in 
these hospitals. 

“The report will be 
difficult for patients and 
their families, too. As the 
Minister for Health and 
Social Services in Wales, 

I want to offer my 
unreserved apology to 
those individuals and 
families whose care has 
fallen so far short of what 
they would expect while 
being looked after in 
these two hospitals. 

“I have been shocked 
by some of what I have 
read in this report. I am 
determined that nothing 
of this sort will be 
tolerated in Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
Health Board or, indeed, 
anywhere else in Wales in 
the future.” 

The only crumb of 
comfort for the Minister 


REPORT by PHILIP IRWIN 


was the report’s 
conclusion that “...what 
has happened in these 
hospitals is not, and never 
has been, the same as that 
at the Mid Staffordshire 
NHS Trust in England”. 

However, Andrew RT 
Davies AM, the Leader of 
the Welsh Conservatives, 
was scathing in his 
criticism. 

He said: “If a patient 
describes her experience 
as ‘heir - it is clear that 
all processes and systems 
have dramatically 
collapsed. 

“I am both distressed 
and dismayed to read the 
evidence published and 
my heart goes out to 
those patients and their 
families who have 
suffered unnecessarily. 

“All the report’s 
recommendations must 
be implemented 
immediately and the 
Labour Minister’s 
apology made personally 
to the victims of these 
failings. 


“Labour’s legacy of 
NHS budget cuts has 
heaped immense pressure 
on frontline services. I 
fear this has contributed 
much to what has gone 
wrong at ABMU. 

“A Wales-wide Keogh- 
style public inquiry is the 
only way to wholly 
guarantee that this 
situation is not being 
repeated elsewhere in 
Wales.” 

The report listed a 
series of failings: 

• Variable or poor 
professional behaviour 
and practice in the care of 
frail older people. 

• Deficiencies in 
elements of a culture of 
care based on proper 
respect and involvement 
of patients and relatives. 

• Unacceptable 
limitations in essential 
24/7 services leading to 
unnecessary delay to 
treatment and care. 

• Lack of suitably 
qualified, educated and 
motivated staff.

• Adversarial and slow 
complaints management. 

• Disconnection 
between front-line staff 
and managers and 
confusion over leadership 
responsibilities and 
accountabilities. 

The report also says 
some staff felt ill- 
equipped to meet the 
needs of patients with 
dementia. 

The Welsh Liberal 
Democrat AM for South 
Wales West, Peter Black, 
claimed that the report 
justifies the campaign mn 
by relatives for a full 
pubhc inquiry into 
ABMU Health Board. 

He said: “I am clear 
that overall the standard 
of care in ABMU 
hospitals is high but the 
report shows how 
overworked. Hi-equipped 
and poorly supervised 
staff have let down a 
minority of patients. 

“This report will leave 
a large number of 
relatives, whose 
complaints date to before 
the three-year review 
period, still dissatisfied 
and without closure. 

“I will be seeking 


assurances from the 
Minister that there will be 
robust monitoring and an 
open review of the 
recommendations in this 
report and how they will 
be implemented. 

“I also want to see a 
further process that will 
look at historic 
complaints not covered 
by tMs report.” 

Speaking on the day 
the report was pubhshed, 
Mr Drakeford said that he 
had ordered an immediate 
review of the care of 
elderly patients at Welsh 
hospitals. 

He has also ordered 
the following: 

• Immediate 
improvements to 
standards of care at 
Princess of Wales and 
Neath Port Talbot 
hospitals. 

• A series of 

unannounced spot checks 
by a ministerial team of 
experts to check 
standards of care for 
elderly patients at district 
general hospitals in 
Wales. 

The spot checks will 
focus on the delivery of 
medication, hydration, 
night time sedation and 


continence care. 

This work will be 
overseen by Prof June 
Andrews and Sir Ian 
Carmthers, who has held 
a number of senior roles 
in the NHS, including 
chief executive of NHS 
South of England. 

• A new task group, 
including the Chief 
Medical Officer and 
Chief Nursing Officer, 
will lead the operation of 
the spot checks and report 
back to the Health 
Minister. 

Mark Drakeford 
added: “I do not believe 
the failings outlined in 
this report are 
widespread in hospitals 
throughout Wales. But I 
am instigating a series of 
special spot checks in 
hospitals across the 
country to test standards 
of care and reassure 
patients. 

“Let me be clear, 
while finding many areas 
of concern, the report 
also highlights what it 
describes as exemplary 
areas of care at both 
hospitals.” 


‘Lack of fracking 
guidance’ angers 
Welsh Tory leader 


THE leader of the 
Welsh 
Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies 
AM, has accused 
the Welsh 

Government of 
avoiding giving 
clear guidance to 
Welsh local 

authorities facing 
applications that 
could involve 
fracking. 

Mr Davies’ anger was 
sparked when Labour 
AMs voted down an 
amendment in an 
Assembly debate calling 
for ‘new technical 
advice for hydraulic 
fracturing’ - better 
known as fracking. 

It is a call that the 
Welsh Conservative 
Leader made some time 
ago, and he says that the 
Vale offers a prime 
example of the need for 
one. 

He said: “My own 
local authority, the Vale 
Council, was recently 
forced to pay legal costs 
after their decision to 
reject an application for 
test drilling in the Vale 
was reversed on appeal. 

“Issuing new 

technical advice from 
the Welsh Government 
would have been 
welcomed by local 
authorities, who are not 
currently clear how to 
handle these 

applications. There has 
been a lack of 
consistency throughout 
Wales and some 


authorities have faced 
costly legal challenges. 

“New advice would 
have addressed this issue 
and led to clear and 
concise guidance on 
how to deal with future 
applications. Frankly, 
this is a wasted 
opportunity and I am 
extremely disappointed 
that Labour are refusing 
to take responsibility for 
an issue of clear national 
interest. 

“It is exceptionally 
disappointing that the 
Vale AM, Jane Hutt, 


voted with her Labour 
colleagues to block 
national guidance on 
fracking, particularly 
given the experience of 
her own local council.” 

Jane Hutt AM 
responded: “The Welsh 
Government already has 
a precautionary 

approach towards 
fracking, with relevant 
safeguards to protect 
communities and the 
environment - which 
will continue to be 
reviewed to ensure it 
achieves these aims.”

These ‘Bad Neighbours’ 
are actually pretty good! 


I T wasn’t so long 
ago that Seth 
Rogen was the 
archetypal rowdy 
young slacker in 
hlms like Knocked 
Up and The 40 Year 
Old Virgin, among 
others. 

It’s a sign of the 
passing of time (and one 
way to make this 
columnist feel 

incredibly old) that in 
his new film. Bad 
Neighbours, Rogen 
plays a husband and 
father, arguably the type 
he was railing against 
seemingly only 

yesterday. 

He plays Mac, who 
along with his wife 
Kelly (Rose Byrne) and 
young daughter, are 
excited to find out who 
will become their new 
neighbours. 

Their excitement 
turns to trepidation, 
however, when the 
house is bought by a 
fraternity, led by Zac 
Efron’s Teddy. An 
uneasy alliance between 
the two houses is 
destroyed when Mac 
calls the police one 
night, and when the 
fraternity takes its 
revenge, the gloves are 
off for the couple... 

The ‘frat comedy’ is a 
staple part of the genre, 
with films from Animal 
House to Van Wilder 
playing on the hijinks of 
students. Bad 

Neighbours is a film that 
upholds this tradition 
with aplomb, a diverting 
and enjoyable effort that 
makes no attempt to 
rewrite the rulebook, but 
does what it has to with 
a degree of style and 
laughs. 

Director Nicholas 
Stoller (Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall) is 
becoming the go-to guy 
for comedies, and he 
helms this effort well; 
the direction involves 
little more than pointing 
the camera at the actors 
and letting them get on 
with proceedings, but 
Stoller injects a visual

fizz to proceedings, a 
debauched house party 
in particular being shot 
with a keen eye by the 
director. His main job 
seems to be cajoling his 
cast into delivering 
strong turns, a feat that 
he achieves, drawing 
particularly good 

performances from both 
Seth Rogen and, 
surprisingly, Zac Efron. 

The former is an 
established comedic 
performer, and while 
playing the wiser head 
here, his shaggy, 
laidback persona is more 
than present and correct, 
albeit with a slice of 
parental responsibility. 

If you like Rogen’s 
work then you’ll find 
little to fault here, the 
actor delivers plenty of 
laughs as he is driven 
past the point of 
exasperation by his 
unruly neighbours. 

The more surprising 
turn is that of Efron, the 
former teen idol having 
floundered a little in the 
^o^i-High School 
Musical world. 

However, he appears to 
have found his niche 
here, delivering a 
pleasantly amusing turn 
as Rogen’s nemesis and 
holding his own 
opposite his more 
experienced co-star. 

Alongside the pair are 
fine turns from Rose 
Byrne, who is a 
contender to dethrone 
Kirsten Wiig as my own 
particular queen of 
comedy and who, like 
Efron, manages to keep 
up with Rogen; the pair

share an onscreen 
chemistry that works 
beautifully, while Dave 
Eranco as Efron’s right- 
hand man also shines, 
the pair both giving as 
good as they get. 

The screenplay earns 


more than its share of 
laughs, and unspools at a 
pleasing pace, with the 
humour running the 
gamut from near gross- 
out to left-field without 
skipping a beat. 

The character 

development is near 
non-existent, but while 
for some films this 
would be a massive 
black mark, here it 
matters not; the 
characters are purely 
here to entertain and not 
undergo a 

transformation. 

This is most notable 
in Efron’s character, a 
lazy student unengaged 
by academia who 
usually would be likely 
to see the error of his 
partying ways come the 
credits, but the writers, 
keen to avoid falling into 
the trap so many 
comedies find 

themselves in, of 
dropping the gag rate in 
favour of emotional 
resolution, leave him 


untouched. 

While you’re unlikely 
to find Bad Neighbours 
lingering in your 
synapses for more than a 
few days, as a comedy 
it’s of a particularly 
strong vintage; good 
direction, strong 

performances and a 
witty script all add up to 
a satisfying viewing 
experience. 

VERDICT Hitting 
the mark with its gag 
rate. Bad Neighbours is 
one of the better 
comedies in recent 
memory. 

Lit up by a raft of 
strong turns, from Seth 
Rogen and Zac Efron to 
Rose Byrne and Dave 
Eranco, and Nicholas 
S toller’s quirky 

direction, these

Abnormal 
load warning 


MOTORISTS are 
being warned of an 
abnormal load that 
is likely to cause 
congestion when it 
is transported from 
Bridgend to Barry 
on Sunday, May 18.

• Arrive at Barry

The load will have a 
full police escort 
throughout its journey, 
however South Wales 
Police have advised the 
public to allow extra 
time for their journey or 
to avoid the area 
altogether. 

A South Wales Police 
spokesperson said: “Due 
to the size of this 
abnormal load it will be 
slow moving and will 
have the potential to 
create congestion.

their part’ News from Fonmon Apiary 


THE dry and warm days we have 
experienced of late have certainly seen 
plenty of activity at all of the apiaries. 

Rain has occurred, but nonetheless all hives are 
doing well; the queens are busy egg laying and room 
within each hive is at a premium. 

I have been adding boxes to allow for this 
expansion but in one of my colonies the signs of 
swarming were missed and consequently they did 
swarm. It is, after all, the time of year when 
swarming occurs. 

Already I have been called out to collect swarms; 
two in particular were not easy to secure - one was 
on the face of a building spreading up the wall and 
onto the roof guttering. 

The second was flat on a lawn - this one occurred 
because the branch of a rose bush they had alighted

on could not support their weight, it snapped and 
bingo, there they were, carpet-like on the ground. 

Each swarm required a different approach to 
secure it, ie up a ladder for one and on hands and 
knees for the other. They are now safely ensconced 
in individual hives and are busily constructing a new 
home. 

How do they do this? Well, the boxes they occupy 
have been supplied with wooden frames into which 
has been secured very thin sheets of beeswax (this is 
known as foundation), it is imprinted with the shape 
of the hexagonal cells that the bees use themselves. 

If there is one thing a swarm of bees are primed 
for, it is to build a new home. Had a beekeeper not 
collected them, they would end up in a hole in a wall, 
or a chimney or even a hollow tree and here they 
would start to build wax comb from scratch. 

Each of these swarms was what we call a Prime 
Swarm: this is a swarm that will be made up of at 
least 30,000/40,000 bees. 

In this Prime Swarm, there are wax producers and 
comb builders - so given a little help from the 
beekeeper, these bees have a better chance of 
survival than they would have if left in the wild. 

What would threaten the survival of these swarms 
in the wild? Well, modem day agriculture seems to 
have little use for any kind of insect. The use of 
chemically treated seed, chemical sprays and the 
cutting of silage has produced a landscape that is a 
desert as far as wildlife is concerned. 

Quite apart from that, there is, of course, the 
Varroa mite. This is the major enemy of the 
honeybee. I, of course, along with other beekeepers, 
can only control this mite effectively by using 
chemical control myself. 

There is currently no biological control that we 
know of that can eradicate this alien invader. 

Many of those new to the beekeeping scene are 
convinced that their bees are not infested with 
Varroa. If only this was the case. There cannot be 
any beekeeper in Wales who does not have the 
Varroa mite in their colonies. If I am wrong, I will 
be delighted to hear from you. 

However, things are looking good so far and if we 
get a summer of fine weather, the pollinating insects 
will play their part - along with all the other variety 
of insects out there. We need them all!

‘T DO get days 
when I get really 
down, when I can’t 
see anything 

positive. Sometimes 
I give in to the 
negativity and just 
go to bed for the 
day. But most days, 
I get up, put on my 
make-up, go to 
work and face the 
world. 

“It’s hard living with a 
terminal illness. And it’s 
very hard on my family, 
for them to see me 
struggling. It’s been 
particularly hard for 
Ffion, who is just starting 
her GCSEs now”. 

If you have teenagers 
going through exam 
stress at present and you 
are living vicariously 
through their anxiety, 
flapping about exam 
results, wading through 
piles of notes in every 
room (and piles of 
clothes in corners), just 
stop, for one moment, 
and read the above 
words. 

Reread the last 
sentence. I have two girls 
sitting A’s and GCSEs at 
the moment. We do not 
really have any stress at 
all. Neither do our pallid, 
“please-let-me-out” 
children, frantically rote¬ 
reciting facts such as 
receptors and stimuli and 
negotiating neurones and 
nerve endings, as though 
their lives depended on 
it. 

I would like every 
single one of them to 
meet the inspirational 
lady who uttered the 
above words. They were 
spoken last week by Beth 
Margetson, a former 
midwife and mother who 
has touched the hearts of 
all of us living in 
Porthcawl, as well as 
many throughout the 
county borough and the 
whole of Wales. 

Beth, diagnosed with 
metastatic breast cancer 
in 2012, continues her 
dual battle against the 
disease and a system 
which denied her a life¬ 
extending drug last year. 

As documented in this 
newspaper, the 

outstanding fundraising 
efforts of the people of 
Porthcawl and beyond 
meant that Beth was 
eventually able to access 
the drug, afinitor, at a 
cost of over £3,000 a 
month. 

Thanks to local 
generosity, she was able 
to swallow the ‘£100 a 
pop’ tablets for six 
months and the treatment 
was, for a time - the 
average six months that 
most patients are on it - 
successful. 

We all breathed out. 
We probably all got on 
with our own lives, 
enjoyed our family 
Christmases, grumbled 


about the hideous 
weather, looked forward 
to the summer holidays - 
and worried about 
trivialities. 

But for Beth and her 
family, the daily, the 
hourly battle continued. 
This is a humble attempt 
to update you on Beth’s 
extraordinary journey. 

Having highlighted 
Beth’s plight both here 
and on national radio, I 
am constantly asked how 
Beth is doing. It has not 
been an easy question for 
me to answer. I am in 
constant contact with 
Beth - she has become a 
very dear friend over the 
past eight months and we 
have either texted, 
emailed or spoken to one 
another at least once or 
twice a week. 

Beth has kept me 
abreast (knowing Beth 
and her wicked sense of 
humour, she will forgive 
me that phrase) of all the 
developments in her 
quest to stay alive. 

I have quietly 
documented them, 
mentally, noting the 
highs (“My tumour 
markers are down!”) and 
the lows (“I’ve been back 
in hospital. Terrible 
sickness. I’ve been very 
poorly”) and attempting 
to observe this 
courageous woman’s 
plucky battle with as 
much equanimity as I can 
muster - and in total awe 
of her courage. 

But neither I, nor 
anyone else, can really 
know just how 
desperately hard it must 
be for Beth to carry out 
those simple tasks she 
mentions. 

How hard it is to keep 
that radiant smile on her 
face. How hard to even 
get out of bed each day. 
How hard to deal with all 
the medication-and the 
resistance she has met 
from some medical 
professionals. 

Despite the regular 
updates Beth gives me, I 
would never be arrogant 
enough to assume that I 
know how she really is. I 
can only imagine. And 
there, like all of us, I fall 
pathetically short. 

What Beth - and 
others like her - have to 
endure is beyond the 
comprehension of those 
of us blessed with good, 
or even reasonable 
health. We read about 
Beth’s trials. We offer 
our sympathy and, 
thankfully, our financial 
support. But we cannot 
ever truly empathise. 


In the absence of that 
facility, I had an 
extended chat with Beth 
on the phone last week 
and asked her to simply 
tell me what had been 
going on over the last 
few months, so that I 
could report back to all of 
you who have been - and 
continue to be - so 
supportive of this Trojan 
mum. 

Beth remains 

overwhelmed by your 
kindness and generosity 
and says she “can never 
thank you all enough”. 

This update begins, 
aptly, with a couple of 
fundraisers that have 
been organised since 
Christmas. The local 
tattoo parlour. Jinked 
Tattoos, in Lias Road, 
instigated by owner Jon- 
Paull Birch, organised an 
open day offering 
haircuts, facepainting 
and yes, the odd tattoo. 

There was a free 
running demo outside 
and £2,100 was raised in 
donations. Beth knows 
the family from her 
midwifery days and they 
are keen to repay the 
kindness she extended to 
them then. 

Beth tells me that Jon- 
Paull is trying to get Beth 
charitable status. A 
shining example of the 
‘one good turn’ proverb 
in action. 

Another event held 
about the same time took 
place in Erankie and 
Benny’s in Nantgarw, 
where some of the cast 
from the TV series. The 
Valleys, volunteered to 
wait at tables for a 
morning. They raised a 
fabulous £500. 

Eorthcoming events 
include another evening 
in the Hi-Tide on 
Saturday, May 24 (tickets 
are £10), this time being 
organised by 

photographer Rob Jones. 
Beth delivered one of his 
children some years ago. 

Reciprocity strikes 
again and demonstrates 
to us all just how many 
people Beth has helped 
in the past. In her own 
workplace, Bridgend 
College, students and 
staff continue to 
fundraise constantly, 
with one student recently 
doing a sponsored 
skydive for Beth’s cause. 

Apart from nurturing 
her daughter, Efion, 
through the next few 
weeks of exams, Beth’s 
focus for the foreseeable 
future is her forthcoming 
trip to Germany at the 
end of June. 


Somewhat 
disheartened by various 
aspects of her NHS 
treatment (“I’ve had 
shambolic treatment 
from some people”) and, 
more crucially, 

determined to fight this 
disease with any 
ammunition available to 
her, Beth will be 
travelling to Hannover 
on June 29 to attend the 
Hannover Hyperthermia 
Centre, under the care of 
expert Dr Peter Wolf. 

The clinic uses a 
combination of 

treatments to kill cancer 
cells, ranging from 
nutritional therapies to 
the controversial 

hyperthermia approach, 
which involves heating 
the body to temperatures 
as high as 40 degrees C. 

Beth will be 
accompanied by Efion 
and various friends 
throughout her three- 
week stay, including Kay 
and Philippa from 
Balkwills Chemist, who 
have been stalwart 
supporters and persistent 
fundraisers from the 
outset. 

“They’ll be a 
wonderful support to 
me,” says Beth, “and will 
be able to help cook for 
Efion if I’m feeling 
poorly. I have other 
friends coming out as 
well. I am overwhelmed 
again by the level of 
support I’m getting.” 

An old friend, Beverly 
Poulton, also a former 
midwife, will be flying 
out with Beth. “She has 
fought her own battle” 
says Beth “and is now in 
remission. She knows 
what I am going 
through”. 

The trip does not come 
cheap. At a cost of 
£4,000 a week, with 
accommodation costs on 
top, Beth knows that she 
would not have been able 
to access this help 
without the fantastic 
efforts of her community. 

“There will be other 
drugs on top of the 
hyperthermia. It’s very 
expensive, but they have 
had fantastic results in 
the past. Not many 
people know that it was 
hyperthermia which 
extended Ronald 

Reagan’s life by 19 
years. 

“Why wouldn’t I want 
to try this? I have felt for 
ages that this trip is 
meant to be. I am 
convinced that it is going 
to be of enormous benefit 
to me. I feel as though I 
am meant to go and that 


there will be a 
breakthrough”. 

At the moment, after a 
tough few months in 
which she had to come 
off the afinitor, begin a 
new drug, navalbine and 
endure a few weeks of 
feeling so poorly that she 
was hospitalised, Beth 
feels that things are 
starting to improve. 

“I received a call out 
of the blue last week 
from Velindre, telling me 
that my tumour markers 
had come down by 400. 
That’s a significant 
reduction, so something 
is working. I am so 
encouraged by this”. 

As well as her 
chemotherapy drugs, 
Beth also injects herself 
three times a week with 
mistletoe, another 
adjuvant therapy much- 
used in Germany. She 
also travels to Bristol, 
under the care of Dr 
Hembry, where she is 
administered with high 
doses of Vitamin C and 
other treatments. 

All of this requires 
funds and Beth says she 
is eternally grateful for 
the money raised, which 
has enabled her to access 
these less conventional 
therapies. But they have 
cost her dear - both 
financially and 

emotionally. 

“Of course, I am 
putting my faith in these 
people. I have to try 
everything. But I have 
met with a lot of 
obstruction from 


conventional doctors, 
which has been 
extremely distressing. 

“I’ve been ridiculed to 
my face for trying these 
alternative approaches, 
but, at the end of the day, 
I haven’t had consistent 
advice from the NHS and 
it’s my prerogative to 
choose the treatment I 
want. 

“I have to give this 
German treatment a go. 
Even if it does nothing, it 
will have been worth 
trying. As I’ve said 
before. I’m choosing to 
live”. 

Beth continues to fight 
for more than just her 
life: “I am constantly 
raising awareness of the 
injustices here in Wales 
with regard to cancer 
treatments. 

“I am in touch now 
with a lady called Annie 
Mulholland, who 

campaigns for better 
services. She had to 
move to London from 
Wales to access her 
treatment. It’s shocking. 

“I lobby anyone and 
everyone I can and am 
still trying to get on 
various committees 
which will give me even 
more of a voice. I won’t 
let this go. I’m fighting 
for better treatment for 
everyone in Wales. 

“How afraid are we of 
the consultants? We are 
in a place of red tape and 
bureaucracy. It’s all 
about votes and smoke 
screens and people like 
me, the ordinary patient. 


fighting for my life, we 
are losing out. 

“It’s wrong. Really 
wrong. I shouldn’t have 
had to fight like this, as 
well as fighting to stay 
well”. 

During our long chat, 
Beth observed that she 
was suffering some ill 
effects of her current 
drug, xeloda, which she 
began in Eebruary. 

“My hands and feet 
are badly affected, and 
are often cracked and 
bleeding. I can’t open 
jars and things like that 
and my feet are painful to 
walk on. I often feel 
dizzy and sick. But, after 
that call from Velindre, 
these side effects are 
easier to cope with. 

“I also had an email 
from the clinic in 
Germany, telling me not 
to worry and that 
oncologists dishearten 
people all the time. 
That’s awful, but the 
email did make me feel 
better”. 

Beth also has her faith. 
A deacon in Tabemacl in 
Eenton Place, Porthcawl, 
Beth takes regular 
comfort from the church. 
She has also been 
attending hands-on 
healing sessions in the 
Baptist church in 
Pontypridd. 

Her healer, Alona, told 
Beth recently that she’d 
been sent some words of 
prophecy, which were, 
quite simply “Just 
believe”. A few days later 
Alona attended a 


conference in Harrogate 
and chatted to a stranger 
about Beth’s plight. 

She told her about the 
words she had heard and 
the stranger opened her 
coat to reveal a T-shirt 
underneath-bearing the 
slogan “Just Believe”. 
Uncanny and for Beth, 
another good sign. 

Before we say our 
goodbyes, Beth, true to 
form, says the following: 
“Make sure you say how 
grateful I am, Caroline. I 
couldn’t have done this 
without the support of 
Porthcawl and the wider 
community. I am so, so 
grateful and sometimes I 
am simply not able to 
thank everyone 

individually. Thank you 
all so much”. 

Assuring her that I 
will do just that, I sneak 
in one last question. 

What’s the dream 
regarding the German 
trip? 

“I hope that my liver 
tumours will vanish, or, 
at the very least, shrink 
dramatically. This is a 
watershed in my battle. 

“My birthday is the 
day before I go. After I 
was diagnosed, I didn’t 
think I’d live to see that 
Christmas. And I did. 
And the one after that. I 
never thought I’d live 
until I was 50 - and here 
I am”. 

An early happy 
birthday, Beth, from us 
all. And may there be 
many, many more to 
come.

So strong was the wind 
however that it was difficult to 
judge the length of kicks and 
when one such kick went too far 
it was easily touched down by 
Bridgend for a 22 drop out.

TONDU joined 
league Champions 
Ebbw Vale as the 
only sides in the 
Championship to 
record a double 
over Bridgend 
Athletic in season 
2013-2014. 

While the Athletic can 
beat sides in the top three 
of the league they seem 
to fall short in their local 
derby games - especially 
with Tondu appearing to 
hold a spell over them. 

The Athletic kicked 
off into the Tondu 22 and 
within the first minute 
were awarded a penalty 
in front of the posts 
which outside half 
Steven Lewis duly 
despatched. The Athletic 
were having the better of 
the early exchanges 
playing a limited 
possession game in 
difficult conditions with 
a strong cross wind. 

They were awarded 
two kickable penalties 
inside the Tondu 22 after 
10 minutes and elected to 
kick to touch and chance 
their rolling maul line 
out. The heavier Tondu 
pack dealt comfortably 
with both efforts. They 
did kick a second penalty 
through Lewis in the 
25th minute to increase 
the lead to 6-0. 

Within a minute 
Tondu fielded a 
clearance kick on half 
way and swept along the 
wing with inter-passing 
that saw flanker Ashley 
Evans cross in the corner 
to reduce the deficit to 6- 
5. The Tondu scrum half 
was then sent to the sin 
bin for a stamp at a ruck. 


However it was 14 
man Tondu who took the 
lead with a second try 
scored by captain Hywel 
Davies following a bout 
of forward pressure. 
Jamie Murphy converted 
to give Tondu a 12-6 
lead. 

The Athletic rounded 
off the half on the attack 
inside the Tondu 22. 
They were awarded a 
five metre scrum - but 
ominously their pack, 
who had been 
scrummaging well this 
season, were driven 
backwards by the heavier 
Tondu pack and 
conceded a penalty, 
which Tondu kicked to 
touch to conclude the 
half. 

Tondu’s pack started 
to exert control early in 
the second half. The 
Athletic No 8 Tom 
Penry-Ellis was 

despatched to the bin for 
a technical offence. 
Jamie Murphy extended 
the home side’s lead 
from the resultant 
penalty. 

Unlike the Athletic, 
Tondu made their extra 
man count and drove the 
Athletic scrum back over 


their try line for a 
pushover try for No 8 
Matthew Phillips to 
extend the lead to 20-6. 

This forced the 
Athletic to change 
strategy and try and open 
up the game. However, a 
combination of very poor 
passing by the backs and 
a well drilled Tondu 
defence nullified this 
change. 

Tondu looked the 
more composed and 
dangerous side in 
possession. Despite 
enjoying good territory 
the Athletic did not look 
capable of finding a way 
through to the try line. It 
was Tondu who 
completed the scoring 
with a Jamie Murphy 
penalty to make the final 
score 23-6. 

Team manager Paul 
Heame summed up the 
management and 

supporters 
disappointment with the 
Athletic’s performance 
on the night when recent 
games had promised so 
much. 

“The first 20 minutes 
we started off quite 
brightly and things did 
look promising. We 
retained the ball made 
progress up the field and 
really should have made 
better use of it. 

“After that we were 
blown away by some 
good powerful forward 
play. We got shoved 
around in the scrum and 
lost the contact area 
turning over the ball 
quite easily and also 
putting ourselves under 
pressure behind with 
poor passing and getting 
bullied by bigger 
opposition.”
